•  Taken  together,  the  mhiihI 
frequences  emitted  b 
cicades  (1000  1500  cycles  per 
second  (cps)  in  one  species. 
4000-6000  in  the  other)  cover 
the  most  sensitive  hearing 
range  of  birds,  their  natural 
predators.  Thus,  as  cicadas 
congregate  in  large  numbers 
for  mating,  the  loudness  of 
their  sounds  drives  birds  — 
and  virtually  all  other  visible 
animal   life  —  away. 

•  The  different  species  re- 
spond to  sound  in  different 
ways;  a  cicada  of  one  species1 
always  waits  for  the  sound  of 
its  neighbor  to  stop  before  be- 
ginning to  produce  sound  it- 
self, while  the  cry  of  another 
species  is  triggered  by  the 
start  of  its  neighbor's  cry.  The 
result  is  a  constant  background 
din  punctuated  regularly  by 
extremely  loud  peaks. 

The  findings  were  described 
in  conversation  by  Dr.  James 
A.  Simmons,  a  post  doctoral 
fellow  in  the  Auditory  Re 
search  Laboratory.  Others  who 
are  participating  in  the  con- 
tinuing research  effort  are  Dr. 
Ernest  Glen  Wever.  the 
Eugene  Higgins  Professor  of 
Psychology  and  Director  of  the 
Auditory  Research  Labora- 
tory; Dr.  William  P.  Strother. 
Lecturer  and  Research  Staff 
Member  in  Psychology;  Miss 
Glenis  R.  Long,  a  graduate 
student  in  Psychology ;  and 
Joseph  Pylka.  a  Laboratory 
Staff  Member   and   electronics 

The  researchers  measured 
the  cicadas'  noise  production, 
and  their  hearing  abilities, 
both  "on  location"  and  in  the 
research  facilities  at  the  La- 
boratory, which  is  located  on 
the  James  Forrestal  Campus. 
about  three  miles  from  Prince 
ton's  main  campus.  One  e\ 
periment  involved  implanting 
tiny  electrodes  in  the  auditory 
receptors  of  the  cicades,  to 
measure  the  electrically-en- 
coded signals  from  various 
sound   frequencies. 

Dr.  Simmons  said  that,  al- 
though it  was  well  known  that 
three  separate  species  were 
present  in  this  year's  "Brood 
X"  cicades,  it  had  not  been 
pre*  lOUSly  known  how  exte: 
sively  they  differed  "" 
hearing  and  singing  abilities. 
or  how  they  used  their  sound 
jointly  for  self  protection. 

"One  possible  reason  lor  the 
different  frequencies  oi  the  dii 
ferent  species."  he  said,  "is  to 
facilitate  mating.

TO  HEAR  BENEATH  THE  WORDS  . . .

Parents,  teachers  and  youth  are  involved  in  a  crisis 
ol  communication.  We  are  but  too  familiar  with  the  cry. 
"II  they  would  only  listen  to  me!"  Sometimes  "they" 
means  "my  parents",  sometimes  "my  children",  or  "my 
teacher",  but  whatever  its  referent,  whatever  the  degree 
of  anquish  accompanying  the  cry.  lhe  operative  word 
is  "listen",  and  that  word   is  ambiguous. 

To  lisfen,  in  this  context,  is  not  just  to  hear,  nor 
even  lo  hear  with  attention  to  what  is  said  It  means 
to  hear  beneath  the  words,  the  undertone,  lo  catch 
through  speech,  lhe  feeling;  to  grasp  fhrough  explication. 
lhe  implication. 

To  listen  is  lo  be  an  artist  in  people,  as  well  as  in 
words. 

This  art  of  communicating  is  relational,  of  speaker  to 
listener,  of  words  lo  feelings,  of  literal  meaning  to  impli- 
cation. The  speaker  must  ask.  "In  what  words  can  I 
best  express  my  meaning  to  this  person?"  He  must  also 
ask  what  feelings  in  himself  about  these  ideas  will  be 
communicated  lo  lhe  other,  and  how  the  listener  will  feel 
in  response. 

Similarly,  lhe  hearer  must  ask  himself  what  is  really 
being  said,  and  with  what  undertone  of  feeling.  The  per- 
sonality of  the  speaker  reacts  to  lhe  personality  ol  the 
listener,  the  feelings  of  the  one  with  the  feelings  ol  the 
other,  al  least  as  much  as  lhe  ideas  they  mutually  try  to 
communicate. 

Consider  lhe  teacher  who  dialogues  with  a  student 
about  a  poor  paper,  the  parent  who  discusses  lhe  use  ol 
the  car  on  Saturday  night,  the  boy  or  girl  who  argues 
against  "the  establishment:"  Teacher  and  student  have 
feelings  about  that  paper.  Frustration,  anger,  pify,  sur- 
prise, disbelief  may  underlie  lhe  teacher's  comments. 
Shame,  bravado,  guill.  despair,  discouragement  or  non- 
chalance may  color  the  student's  response. 

Father  and  son  feel  strongly  about  the  car,  youth 
about  "the  establishment",  and  their  feelings  will  color 
lhe  words  they  use  and  lhe  way  Ihey  will  hear  one  an- 
other. The  failure  to  listen  may  well  be  insensilivily  lo 
the  feelings  underlying  the  dialogue,  feelings  which  are 
olten  more  relevant  to  the  argument  than  the  words 
used. 

The  understanding  of  how  another  person  feels  is 
not  nurtured  by  argument,  however  surely  il  is  the  frnit 
of  conversation.  One  reason,  perhaps,  why  the  young 
empathize   with  one  another  so  well  is  that  lhey  talk 


lo  one  another  so  much,  not  in  the  spirit  of  debaters,  but 
simply  as  communicalors.  as  eager,  involved,  questing 
persons  who  want  to  share  themselves  and  their  thoughts 
with  someone  who  will  reciprocate 

Communications  break  down,  perhaps,  because  adults 
are  too  busy  with  their  own  and  their  world's  concerns 
to  have  lime  for  talk  when  no  deep,  personal  feeling  is 
involved,  but  when  the  ground  ol  future  understanding 
can  be  laid  by  quiet,  anpressured  exchange  of  ideas  on 
life  and  its  meaning,  the  world  and  its  problems. 

What  happens  all  too  frequently  is  lhat  both  parties 
come  to  an  encounter  with  feelings  high  and  understand- 
ing low.  As  debate  is  joined  on  a  clear  and  present  issue, 
of  importance  to  both,  lhe  incomprehension  ol  each  for 
the  feelings  of  the  other  nullity  any  effort  to  communi- 
cate on  the  level  ol  the  issue  itself. 

Each  Ihinks  lhal  lhe  other  is  not  listening  Neither 
realizes  that  his  own  misapprehended  emotions  are  talk- 
ing so  loudly  lhat  his  message  is  unintelligible.  The 
teacher's  frustration  over  his  own  failure  to  leach  comes 
as  anger;  lhe  student's  hopeless  discouragement  at  his 
own  performance  seems  lo  be  bravado.  The  father's  con- 
cern for  lhe  safety  of  his  son  is  read  by  the  boy  as  dis- 
trust ol  his  compelence.  while  the  boy's  desire  to  lace 
his  peers  with  dignity  comes  across  to  lhe  father  as 
sheer  arrogance. 

II  lhe  charge,  "you  are  not  listening"  is  not  lo  be 
levelled  at  all  ol  us.  we  must  learn  lo  recognize,  even 
in  moments  ol  stress,  thai  no  message  is  communicated 
uncolored  by  both  the  speaker's  and  lhe  listener's  feel- 
ings We  must  all  learn  to  ask  ourselves: 

"What  is  he  REALLY  saying  to  me?" 

"What  is  he  REALLY  feeling  about  what  he  is 
saying?" 

"To  what  extent  are  my  own  feelings  deafening 
me  to  his  message?" 

Psychological  deafness  is  not  native  to  the  human 
condition,  any  more  than  physical  deafness  —  bul  il  is 
much  more  prevalent,  and  much  more  serious. 

Il  can  be  cured,  and  must  be.  if  the  generation  and 
credibility  gaps  are  to  be  closed  and  communication  re- 
opened between  those  who  are  now  "established",  and 
those  upon  whom  the  future  of  our  world  resls.  and  rests 
securely  —  il  we  bul  had  ears  to  hear.
